After December 1, purchasers 
of automobiles in Richmond and 
Madison county W^l.not have to 
place a placard - "Kciense ai>plie(l 
for," on the new vehicle, for it 
will be within their powers to ap- 
dIv at .the office of Coimty Cleric 
Maupin and procure the nev> li- 
cense tag and number forthAN ith. 

This law. which will becme ef- 
»ective on. the above date, will fur- 
nish considerable additional busi- 
ness for the local office, bince 
there will be records kept of all 
the transactions relative to the 
purchase of new cars, etc. Mr. 
Maupin is preparing: to add the 
work to his growing' business, the 
gasoline tax being a recently add- 
ed featur^, THis will ^ be taken 
care of in the usual manner. 

The new law will admit of the 
purchaser htaining" his .tag and li- 
cense number as soon as he gets 
his machine. The . character of 
the numbers has noit'been reveal- 
ed as yet to Mr. Maupin- It is 
believed the county will be desig- 
nated thereon, whereby the driver 
of a machine will virtually give 
his home county, as well as the 
number of his machine, should 
this information be cTeaired by any 
official who scents Jj^iiPiijg doing. 
It is .said the new,^qp^ of tag- 
ging and numbering the machine.9 
will do away with.jnuch thieving, 
since, .uitltrais "thjp- ftuntber is im- 
mediately changed^ there win be 
tangible evidence a^|^inst .the pur- 
loiner. ' '

Motor trucks and highway de- 
velopment are-the ^economic fac- 
tors which are responsible for as 
much as 100 per cent annual in- 
crease in land values -in various 
sections of the country, accor<iing 
to a recent . report by the- Fire- 
stone Ship by Truck Bureau, of 
Akron, Ohio. 

Officials of one southern com-, 
munty — Hinds coimty, Mississip-. 
pi— in campaigning for a $1,000.- 
000,000 highway bond issue, say 
that motor trucks, operating on 
j-ood roads, have raised land val- 
ues from $Z5 an acre five years 
ago to, $100 and $125 an acre at 
present valuation. 

County supervisor?, submitting 
the issue to a vote of the people, 
attribute their decision 'to ask for 
this sum "to the grent agricultu- 
ral, commercial and educational 
developmsent of the country due 
to the use of the motor -truck, 
tractors and passenger car^." 

Investigation'has developed, ac- 
cording to the bureau report, that 
the farther away from town on 
improved roads that real estate 
lies .the greater the ])erccntage 
jof increase in value with the ad- 
vent of good roads. Within five 
miles of :in eastern city where re- 
cent improvements in highways 
were made, the appreciation in 
value within five years was only 
68-3. lUit ten miles out the per- 
centage of increase was 96.7 and 
twenty-five miles away the ratio 
I of increase was 194.9. It is rcld 
jthat the motor truck is equally 
i responsible with the highways for 
I this improvement. 

Farms contigt>us to fairly good 
roads have been known to ad- 
vance in value within two or three 
years after the construction of 
hard surface highways as much 
as 114 per cent, while the lowest 
increase rejiorted was found to be 
9.1 per cent. 

**With these figures as a basis 
for estimation," says Ernest Farr, 
chief of the bureau, "it does not 
require a stretch of the imagina- 
tian? tb* understand that increase 
in land values is in direct ratio to 
two prime factors. These are th.e 
number of miles of improved 
highway built and the number oi 
motor trucks added to tliose al- 
ready carrying their burdens of 
produce and micrchandise from 
the farm to the city and from the 
city to the farm." 

According to the best report 
o}>taina{)le. the bureau says, thai 
up to June 30, 1919. SI, 103, 800,000 
was available for expenditure up- 
on the highways of the country.

covenant of the league of Nations. 

He had the respectful attention of 
tlie crowd and was courteously treat- 
ed during his address. 

At the close of his speech, Hon. O 
1\ Jaclu>on, who had been advertised 
to deliver the main address, had a 
copy of llic I.oajruc of Nations in his 
hand and hafl an answer for everv 
statement made' by the gentleman 
who spdce before him, and proceeded 
to completely ansAvcr every pretend- 
ed argument the gentleman had 
made. 

Mr. Jackson's speech was full of 
humor and jokes, his ilhastration 

wcic received with univcr. al ajiplausf 
antl it was clearly shown from the 
applause given Mr. Jackson's speech 
tliat it vva.'^ a democratic meeting as 
advertised and that the democrats of 
Valley View are thoroughly aroused.
